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BRITAIN AND EEC 
LOCKED IN CONTROVERSY 


London. January I, 1983 will 
mark tho tenth anniversary of 
Britain's entry Into the Com- 
mon Market. Reuter stresses in 
this respect that at best many 
Britons regard the EEC with 
suspicion and at worst, wilh 
open hostility. For millions oi * 
the British tills period was hall- 
marked by a steady rise In food 
prices, which havo nearly 
trebled over the past decade. 
Such a lump Is one of (ha more 
tangible results of (ha so-called 
Joint EEC agricultural policy, 
which obviously runs counter to 


Uib country's national interests. 

Small wondei that It la pre- 
cisely the argument over the 
EEC food pricing policy and the 
Issue of Britain's contribution to 
the Community budget that un- 
derlies the endless conflicts with 
her EEC partners. 

Britain is sUU demanding to 
have bar contrlbuilon cut back 
In exchange for concessions on 
the Issue of prices for goods 
produced by EEC farmers. This 
Is vigorously opposed, by tradi- 
tional agricultural producers, 
especially France, and (he con- 
flict is still unresolvad.

"Nutcracker" in 1892. Having 
then created his own theory of 
character dancing, Shlryeyev de- 
voted alt his efforts and inspira- 
tion to the development of the 
genre.
